NOTE. 


This  book  is  a  reprint  of  the  First  Part  of  Euchologion, 
or  the  Book  of  Common  Order,  issued  by  the  Church  Ser- 
vice Society  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  containing  Services 
for  Five  Sundays,  morning  and  evening,  with  such  slight 
changes  as  are  necessary  for  their  use  by  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  America  ;  and  also  a  portion  of  the  Second  Part 
of  the  same  book,  containing  Prayers,  Intercessions,  and 
Thanksgivings  for  Special  Occasions  ;  to  which  is  added  a 
new  arrangement  of  the  Psalter,  being  a  selection  from  the 
Psalms  for  responsive  or  antiphonal  reading  or  chanting. 
The  arrangement  of  these  services  is  as  follows  : 
The  singing  of  a  Hymn  or  Psalm  followed  by  a  few  sen- 
tences of  Scripture — a  Prayer  of  Invocation,  a  Confession 
and  other  introductory  prayers  ending  with  the  Lord's 
Prayer — a  line  or  two  of  Prayer  and  Kesponse,  then  the 
Psalter  (an  American  selection)  and  the  Gloria  Patri,  a 
lesson  from  the  Old  Testament,  the  Te  Deum  Laudamus  or 
Hymn  or  other  Psalm,  then  a  lesson  from  the  New  Testa- 
ment, the  Benedictus  or  Hymn  or  other  Psalm  and  the 
Apostles'  Creed,  then  a  word  or  two  with  Responses,  after 
which.  Prayers,  a  Hymn  or  Anthem,  the  Prayer  for  Illu- 
mination followed  by  the  Sermon,  then  Prayer,  Offering, 
Hymn  and  Benediction.  In  the  evening  services  the  Mag- 
nificat and  the  Nunc  Dimittis  take  the  place  of  the  Te  Deum 
and  the  Benedictus,  and  all  these  four  Hymns  except  the 
Te  Deum  Laudamus  are  taken  from  St.  Luke.  The  prayers 
are  expressed  in  devout,  earnest  and  Scriptural  language. 
They  are  necessarily  framed  in  general  terms,  as  all  common 
prayer  must  be,  and  are  composed  of  the  best  thoughts  and

words  of  many  Godly  men  :  but  the  minister  can  introduce 
special  prayers  or  thanksgivings  in  appropriate  places,  as 
well  as  his  own,  written  or  extemporaneous. 

The  Church  Service  Society  of  the  Church  of  Scotland 
was  organized  about  twenty  years  ago.  Its  purpose  was  the 
study  of  the  Liturgies,  ancient  and  modern,  of  the  Chris- 
tian Church,  with  a  view  to  the  preparation  and  publication 
of  Forms  of  Prayer  for  Public  Worship,  etc.  The  Presi- 
dents of  the  Society  have  been  such  men  as  Campbell  of 
Aberdeen,  Tulloch  of  Saint  Andrews,  and  the  Duke  of 
Argyle,  Avho  is  the  present  President.  Six  years  ago  the 
Society  numbered  more  than  500  Clerical  members  and  more 
than  130  Laymen,  representing  seventy  of  the  eighty-four 
Presbyteries  of  the  Church  of  Scotland. 

The  book  has  passed  into  the  sixth  edition,  and  its  influ- 
ence, whether  used  in  part  or  as  a  whole  in  the  Scottish 
Parish  Churches,  is  widely  extended  ;  which  means  that 
the  desire  for  prayers  in  more  dignified  and  spiritual  lan- 
guage is  growing  throughout  that  country. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  in  America  is  distinguished  for 
its  educated  ministry,  its  splendid  contributions  to  religious 
literature,  and  also,  alas  !  for  the  unattractiveness  of  its 
devotional  services.  We  are  now  moving  into  a  wider  and 
better  field.  We  fear  nothing  from  comparison  with  other 
churches  in  the  character  of  our  preaching  ;  why  should  we 
not  stand  in  the  front  ranks  also  in  offering  an  attractive 
devotional  service  ;  not  less  spiritual,  and  not  less  devotional 
because  it  is  attractive  and  dignified  ;  and  not  less  effective 
because  it  furnishes  a  means  of  expression  on  the  part  of  the 
worshipper,  other  than  in  singing  ;  for  all  cannot  sing,  but 
all  can  pray  audibly,  at  least  in  saying  the  Amen.

The  Congregation  being  assembled,  Divine  Sen'ice  may  begin  with 
the  singing  of  a  Psalm  or  Hymn ;  then,  the  Congregation  still 
standing,  the  Minister  may  say — 

/^UR  help  is  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  who 
^     made  heaven  and  earth. 

0  come,  let  us  worship  and  how  down ;  let 
us  kneel  before  the  Lord  our  Maker.  For  He 
is  our  God;  and  we  are  the  people  of  His 
pasture,  and  the  sheep  of  His  hand. 

Then,  the  Congregation  hieeling,  or  with  bowed  heads,  the  Min- 
ister may  say — 

£ct  us  prau.

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Prayer  of  Invocation, 
A  LMIGHTY  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  who 
-^  hast  made  the  Church  Thy  dweUing- 
place,  and  chosen  it  as  Thy  rest  for  ever,  and 
hast  taught  us  in  Thy  Word  not  to  forsake  the 
assembling  of  ourselves  together;  regard  in 
Thy  mercy,  we  beseech  Thee,  us  Thy  servants, 
who  meet  this  day  in  Thy  holy  place.  Mani- 
fest Thyself  unto  us,  and  bless  unto  us  all 
Thine  ordinances,  so  that  our  worship  may 
prepare  us  both  to  serve  Thee  now,  and  to 
glorify  Thee  hereafter  in  Thine  eternal  king- 
dom ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

that  watching  iand  praying  without  ceasing, 
and  living  in  temperance,  righteousness,  and 
piety,  we  may  pass  our  days  in  peace,  waiting 
for  the  glorious  return  of  our  Saviour;  and 
that  when  He  shall  come  to  judge  the  world, 
we  may  appear  before  Thee  without  confusion, 
and  without  fear. 

Almighty  God,  our  Father  and  Preserver, 
who  of  Thy  goodness  hast  watched  over  us  dur- 
ing the  past  night,  and  brought  us  to  this  day, 
strengthen  and  guard  us  by  Thy  Spirit,  we 
beseech  Thee,  that  we  may  spend  it  wholly  in 
Thy  service,  seeking  Thy  glory,  and  the  salvar 
tion  of  our  fellow-men.

Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  be 
Thy  name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will 
be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us 
this  day  our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our 
debts,  as  we  forgive  our  debtors.  And  lead 
us  not  into  temptation;  but  deliver  us  from 
evil :  For  Thine  is  the  kingdom,  the  power, 
and  the  glory,  for  ever.  ^mcn. 

Here,  and  at  the  end  of  all  the  other  Prayers^  the  Congregation  say 
or  sing  Amen.

And  our  mouth  shall  show  forth  Thy  praise. 
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Then  may  he  anvl  or  mnrj  the  Psalter,  ending  vdlh —

shall  be,  world  without  end.  ^men. 

Then  may  be  rejj/l  a  Lejuifm  from  the  Old  Testament — 

Tlien  may  be  sunr/  tfie  Hymn  Tp:  Dex\m  Laudamuh  or  other 

Hymn  or  Psalm,  after  which  may  be  rea/l  a  Lesson  from  the 

Nev)  Testament. 

We  praise  thee,  0  God;  we  acknowledge 
Thee  to  be  the  Lord. 

All  the  earth  doth  worship  Thee,  the  Father 
everlasting. 

To  Thee  all  angels  cry  aloud ;  the  Heavens, 
and  all  the  Powers  therein  ; 

To  Thee  Cherubim  and  Seraphim,  continu- 
ally do  cry. 

Holy,  Holy,  Holy,  Lord  God  of  Sabaoth  ; 

Heaven  and  earth  are  full  of  the  Majesty  of 
Thy  Glory. 

The  glorious  company  of  the  Apostles  praise 
Thee. 

The  goodly  fellowship  of  the  Prophets  praise 
Thee. 

The  noble  army  of  Martyrs  praise  Thee.

and  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  God  the  Father 
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Almighty ;  from  thence  He  shall  come  to  judge 
the  quick  and  the  dead. 

I  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost;  the  holy 
Catholic  Church ;  the  communion  of  saints ; 
the  forgiveness  of  sins  ;  the  resurrection  of  the 
body ;  and  the  life  everlasting. 

The  Lord  be  with  you : 
And  with  thy  spirit. 

Then,  the  Congregation  kneeling,  or  with  bowed  heads,  the  3fin- 
ister  may  say — 

Intercessions. 

0  God,  who  hast  taught  us  to  make  su]pli- 
cations,  prayers,  intercessions,  and  giving  of 
thanks  for  all  men,  we  humbly  beseech  Thee 
to  receive  these  our  prayers,  which  we  offer  to 
Thy  divine  majesty. 

Almighty  God,  King  of  saints,  who  hast 
chosen  Zion  for  Thy  habitation  and  Thy  rest 
for  ever ;  we  beseech  Thee  on  behalf  of  Thy 
Holy  Church,  that  it  may  please  Thee  to  pro- 
tect it  everywhere,  and  to  increase  and  sanctify 
it  more  and  more ;  to  remove  the  errors,  scan- 
dals, and  divisions  which  desolate  it,  and  to 
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reunite  all  Christians  in  the  bonds  of  truth, 
piety,  and  peace. 

We  commend  to  Thee  this  congregation, 
beseeching  Thee  to  bless  all  that  worship  here, 
and  to  cause  all  Christian  graces  to  flourish 
among  us. 

And  forasmuch  as  Thou  wiliest  that  all  men 
should  be  saved  and  come  to  the  knowledge  of 
the  truth,  grant  that  such  as  are  still  strangers 
to  the  knowledge  of  Thee,  and  sunk  in  the 
darkness  of  ignorance  and  error,  may  be  illu- 
minated by  the  light  of  Thy  Gospel,  and  led 
into  the  way  of  salvation. 

We  pray  Thee  for  all  whom  Thou  hast  ap- 
pointed pastors  and  ministers  in  Thy  Church. 
Endue  them  with  Thy  Spirit,  that  they  may 
fulfil  their  ministry  with  fidelity  and  zeal,  and 
labor  effectually  for  the  conversion  and  salva- 
tion of  souls. 

Send  forth  faithful  laborers  into  Thy  har- 
vest; and  give  Thy  grace  to  those  who  are 
preparing  to  serve  Thee  in  the  holy  ministry ; 
pour  down  the  healthful  influences  of  Thy 
Spirit  upon  all  universities  and  schools  of 
learning,  and  cause  to  reign  in  them  that  fear 
of  Thee  which  is  the  beginning  of  wisdom.

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We  entreat  Thee  to  bless  the  President  of 
the  United  States  and  all  magistrates  and  gov- 
ernors, and  to  grant  them  the  daily  increase 
of  Thy  good  Spirit,  that,  with  true  faith,  ac- 
knowledging Thy  Son,  our  Saviour,  to  be 
King  of  kings  and  Lord  of  lords,  they  may 
exalt  Thy  authority,  and  so  govern  the  people, 
that  Thy  church  everywhere,  being  kept  in 
peace  and  quietness,  may  serve  Thee  in  all 
godliness  and  honesty. 

God  of  all  comfort,  we  commend  to  Thy 
mercy  all  those  whom  Thou  art  pleased  to  visit 
with  any  cross  or  tribulation  ;  the  nations  whom 
Thou  dost  afflict  with  famine,  pestilence,  or 
war ;  those  of  our  brethren  who  suffer  perse- 
cution for  the  sake  of  the  Gospel ;  all  such  as 
are  in  danger  by  sea  or  land,  and  all  persons 
oppressed  with  poverty,  sickness,  or  any  other 
distress  of  body  or  sorrow  of  mind.  We  pray 
particularly  for  the  sick  and  afflicted  members 
of  this  church,  and  for  those  who  desire  to  be 
remembered  in  our  prayers  [and  for  any  such 
known  to  ourselves,  whom  we  name  in  our 
hearts  before  Thee].  May  it  please  Thee  to 
show  them  Thy  fatlierly  kindness,  and  to  de- 
liver them  out  of  all  their  troubles ;  above  all, 
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grant  them  the  consolations  of  which  they 
have  need ;  dispose  them  to  patience  and  res- 
ignation, and  make  their  afflictions  promote 
the  salvation  of  their  souls. 

O  Lord  most  High,  we  give  Thee  thanks  for 
all  Thy  faithful  servants,  who,  having  witnessed 
in  their  lives  a  good  confession,  have  left  the 
light  of  their  example  to  shine  before  Thy 
people  on  earth.  Mercifully  grant  that  by 
Thy  fiitherly  blessing  we  may  be  enabled  to 
follow  them  in  all  virtuous  and  godly  living, 
and  that  hereafter  we  may  be  united  with  them 
in  Thy  heavenly  kingdom ;  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  ^men. 

The  Thanksgiving. 

0  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  He  is 
good: 

For  His  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

0  God,  whose  glory  is  great  in  all  the 
Churches,  and  the  praises  of  whose  name  re- 
sound in  the  assemblies  of  Thy  saints,  we, 
Thy  servants,  humble  ourselves  before  Thee  : 
we  worship  Thine  infinite  majesty ;  we  cele- 
brate Thy  wisdom,  power,  and  goodness,  that 
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shine  forth  in  the  works  of  creation  and  re- 
demption, through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
We  bless  Thee  for  all  temporal  and  spiritual 
good  that  we  continually  receive  at  Thy  boun- 
tiful hands ;  but  more  especially,  with  all  Thy 
people  assembled  this  day,  we  praise  Thee  that 
Thou  didst  send  into  the  world  Thy  Son  to  save 
us  ;  and  having  delivered  Ilim  for  our  offences, 
didst  raise  Ilim  up  again  for  our  justification, 
and  through  his  glorious  resurrection  hast 
given  us  the  blessed  hope  of  everlasting  life. 

Here  may  be  introduced  any  other  subject  for  ThanJcsf/iving. 

O  Lord,  let  these  our  thanksgivings  come 
up  with  acceptance  before  Thy  throne.  Make 
us  worthy  to  have  part  in  the  resurrection 
of  the  just,  and  the  glory  of  the  kingdom  of 
heaven,  whither  Jesus  the  Forerunner  is  for 
us  entered ;  where  now  He  lives  and  reigns, 
and  is  worshipped  and  glorified  with  Thee 
and  the  Holy  Ghost,  God  blessed  forever.
